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Continuation of 1 1 . NOTE: Acknowledgement Is made of the amended claim 1 in response to the editorial features suggested by the 
examiner in the previous Office action. Acknowledgement is also made of the amendment to the claim depenency of system claims 19, 
21 and 23 on claim 8 instead of on claim 1 because claims 19, 21 and 23 should have been system claims, and thus should depend from 
system claim 8 rather than method claim 1 . No new issues have been raised. 

Applicant argued on page 2, first through fourth paragraphs of the Remarks that Cheng fails to teach or suggest "varying the number of 
signaling channels dynamically" as recited in claim 1, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 

It is noted that Cheng discloses that "a" and "c" are variables can be changed such that it can be greater than or equal to 2, as described 
in col. 6, lines 1-14. Cheng further confirms this teaching by disclosing that a signaling data channel in the reverse direction will be 
allocated/assigned to the remote terminal from a pool of transmitters and/or receivers in the case when the remote terminal is a newly 
registered terminal. In other words, the number of signaling data channels in the reverse direction increased by one when there is an 
available channel to be allocated to the remote terminal from these transmitters and receivers (col. 8, lines 35-55), which means that the 
number of signaling channels increases in accordance with the load. In addition, applicant continues to avoid explaining and describing 
what "virtual identities" represents and how a "virtual identity" is patentably distinct from a signaling data channel. 
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
